Cleanliness and Civiluod Liriag 
By HEi.tNA L. Williams 

TheAmerican fondness for bath- 
tubs is sometimes held up to us by 
prowlers into history as an indication 
of decadence. We are reminded 
that in Rome, shortly before the fall 
of the Empire, bathing became a 
luxurious and aesthetic pastime that 
expressed the mental aud physical 
softness into which the Romans had 
sdnk. 

Our modern physicians, however, 
continue to recommend frequent bath 
ing. They consider that cleanliness 
is an aid in the fight against prevent- 
able disease. Clean hands and fin- 
ger nails keep countless germs from 
entering the body by way of the 
mouth as, for example, in the hand- 
ling of food. Tuberculosis infection 
is often caused in childhood by trans- 
ferring the tubercle bacillus to the 
mouth from toys that have laid 
about the floor or street and have 
been soiled by sputum from some 
careless spitter. Scrupulous clean- 
liness is also a mental and physical 
stimulant, as well as a disease pre- 
ventive. 

The best way to guard aganist 
dangerous germs making any head- 
way is not to lower our physical 
resistance so that our bodies 
become a fertile ground tor them to 
multiply in. Most of us can build 
up a strong resistance by eating 
nourishing food, getting plenty of 
rest, fresh air. exercise and sunshine, 
and bv being clean. The teaching 
of health habits is one of the chief 
activities in the work of the National 
Tuberculosis Association and its 
affiliated organizations. They are 
conducting the twenty-first annual 
sale of Chirstmai sealsjir.

A PLEA FOR DEAF CHILDREN 



to his policy of making the school pure oral. 
According to his point of view, oral teach- 
ers, with knowledge of scientific educaUonal 
methods will make experiments on deaf chil- 
dren's mentality. A person who has a know- 
ledge of scientific farming, makes experi- 
ments successfully on plants, with the result 
that the plants improve wonderfully, but 
in the development of a new system of 
education more time is required and the 
chance is that the best development of many 
young children will be retarded while the 
experiments are in progress. 

1 am certain I voice the sentiments of the 
deaf in expressing opposition to this new 
method and favoring the use of the com- 
bined system, or more properly speaking, 
any one of the methods which seems best 
adapted to the capabilities of the child. 
The deaf who have been made victims, or 
have been given the advantage of instruction 
in oral schools, can say just how much 
it has benefited and just how much it has 
hindered them in their struggle for a com- 
petence and the pursuit of happiness. 

Those who read this can be their own 
judge. What the results of the method will 
be, are bound to be most deplorable.

He claims 
that the sign-grammar method teachers, 
especially deaf teachers and those who ad- 
vocated articulation teaching, were an ob- 
stacle in the progress of oralism. He said 
that the semi-mutes realized that the suc- 
cess of oralism would eventually deprive 
them of their positions as teachers and this 
had been the main reason for their continued 
and bitter struggle to support what he calls 
a "dead Issue." Mr. Pope is sadly mis- 
taken in his opinion as to the reason the 
deaf teachers opposed the oral method. It 
is true that they opposed the spread of 
oralism in the schools for the deaf, because 
they believed it would do deaf children 
more harm than good, and that the signs 
,iiid the Manual Alphabet method were the 
I test methods used in the education of the 
deaf.

TIE DEAF AND THE SCIENTIFIC SPIRIT 

By Miles Sweeney 

After reading Superintendent Pope's 
lengthy article in the DlAf-MuTts' Joua- 
max, one feels more inclined to take a good 
nap than rush into print. Why does that 
gentleman persist in mistaking the attitude 
of the American deaf in regard to the teach- 
ing of speech and lip readng? Must we 
keep forever reminding him that they are 
not at all opposed to such teaching? And 
isn't this attitude on the part of the deaf 
consstent with the scientific requirement of 
preserving an open mind? 

The real issue between the deaf on one 
hand and educators of Mr. Pope's ilk on 
the other hand is strictly this: whether or 
no the use of signs should be retained as 
xa accessory to any deaf educat onal system 
under public control? We answer, Yes. 
The Pope coterie say, No. Now, what any- 
one has a right to know is: which side is 
preserving an open mind? Which side is 
pursuing a eonstructive policy'? Which side 
is g ving play to intolerance? 

The expedient of taking refuge behind the 
long beard of science will only leave us all 
the more undeceived. In that maneuver we 
can still detect the militant spirit that seeks 
to crush. Otherwise why is the sign method 
called obsolete, and why are we assured 
that we are wasting time over a dead issue? 
Does mere say-so make a thing obsolete? 
What! a thin* that is still a liv ng force 
among the deaf, and inextricably bound up 
with their happiness — obsolete ! Even 
imong the hearing — among polished people 
ike the French and others — the use of 
agns is still more or less prevalent. 

Mr. Pope claims that we are infected with 
the "psuedo- logical" spirit. "Wish-thinking 
.irvdom nates and consequently facts *re 
.idju-ted to satisfy hopes." But what 
ire our wishes? We wish, sire, that we 
rould talk as well as hearing people. We 
•rtsh we could read the lips with as much 
-•a « a^ you, Mr. Pope, can understand vocal 
conversation. Until those wishes are grati 
lied, we (eel under no obligation to abandon 
he si;tn- language and the use uf written 
•Cnelish, which necessity, not choice, fo 

mainly rely upon. We find, not by 
vi-h -thinking, but by experience, that we 
an never «o far in speech. We cannot speak 
he English language with the kuk free 
•bandon as we write it. We IniUutUy 
hooy words that are easy to pronounce, 
requently avoid uttering sentences, and 
generally confine ourselves to mere words 
jr phrasex. Even then we are often mls- 
inderstood. In short, speech with us has 
% tendency to reduce the English language 
to baby talk. Nevertheless, we do not ob- 
ect to speech as part of our educational 
equ pment.. 

Up-reading we also regard a valuable 
acquisition. The trouble is, few attain any 
considerable proficiency in I ; and for lectur- 
ng purposes and church service-, it b prac- 
'.ically useless. If those best at lip-reading 
>(ten guess wrong, what must be sa d of 
:he great body of the deaf who have no 
islent for the art? Wasted time and lost 
opportunities in other directions are the 
natural consequence of misappl ed train - 
n«. 

As to s : gns. they are indispensable to the 
leal This statement is not founded upon 
logical process. Observation shows us that 
even the purest of the pure oral teachers 
employ signs as an interpretative medium. 
It is true the r signs are usually of the 
crude order, hut still they are signs. And 
if they used signs more freely, and more in 
Accordance with conventional standards, 
they would greatly enhance the value of 
their teach ngs. Signs, then, are not only 
indispens hie to the deaf, but obligatory on 
the part of the teacher of the deaf. 

The teaching of speech and Up-reading, 
however, should not be made too much 
of an end in the schools. A broad and 
general educat on is the desideratum For 
purpose of rapid progress through the 
curriculum, the sijjn method is superior to 
all others. In the first place, it is eas est 
to understand; in the second place, it is 
applicable to all pupils, from the dullest 
to the most brlliant. 

In the light of the above facts, isnt it 
strange that some educators under the guise 
of the Scientific Spirit should seek to era- 
dicate so nseful an accessory as the sign 
method? What is the big idea on their 
part? Are they trying to make education 
a difficult matter tor us deaf? Or are thev 
mere placeholders, with a penchant lor the 
(oil links rather than contact w th the deaf? 
Whatever be the true explanation, we shall 
continue our fight against intolerance, and 
for an adequate and well-rounded educa- 
tion, which is everyone's right under the
